Volunteers realize that four and 


five year olds have short atten- 
tion spans and may only absorb 
part of what they are taught.

Political feinetions seriously outdated 


originated to replace earlier nominating 
systems which were outdated and not 
working well. 

The first Democratic national conven- 
tion in 1832 nominated Andrew Jackson, 
one of the earlier politicians considered 
as a common man of the people. 

When Republicans became compara- 
tively well organized, they embraced the 
party convention system beginning in 
1856, with John Fremont as presidential 
nominee. 

The convention system developed in 
the early days of the republic, when 
poliucal party structures were just get- 
ting started, and worked reasonably well 
for about a century. 

America has been in the presidential 
selection business for more than 200 
years now. Purposes and needs have 
changed, but the system ~ or at least a 
vestige of it — remains in place. 

Nonmiunating candidates is the business 
of the national party convention in name 


only. All partisan decisions are made 
tong before. 

So why keep the convention? They 
have become partisan farce. 

* * * 

IN THE 1800s and early 1900s, com- 
munication and travel across the nation 
and even within a state were difficult. 
For party delegates to select national 
candidates who would reflect their views 
was a good way of doing it. 

This system developed its own inner 
system — the dreaded smoke filled room. 
It, too, was a logical development. Party 
leaders got together in a micro version of 
a convention to sift their options and 
often rammed their choices through the 
convention. 

As communications and travel 
improved, and ordinary voters still were 
shut out of nominating presidents, a new 
reform system developed. Primary elec- 
tions and party caucuses around the 
country replaced the smoke filled room, 


and the nominating convention itself. 

But under the guise of reform to per- 
mit ordinary voters to choose their nom- 
inees, primaries and caucuses also have 
failed.

IN TRUTH, only a relative handful of 
voters in a few selected states — Iowa, 
New Hampshire, other early primary 
states — usurp the power of nomination. 


Millions of voters throughout the coun-_ 


iry have no voice in who the nominees 
will be. 

Instead, another version of the dread- 
ed smoke filled room has developed, 
with selection of nominees by the elitist 
few, 

The candidate who raises the most 
money in the shortest period of time usu- 
ally can control the primary-caucus sys- 
tem, so big donors and big fund raisers 
in a new smoke filled room have taken 
charge, 

Candidates are solidified so early - 


and media coverage is so broad and 
detailed, and spread over such an 
extended time — that education of the 
voter by spotlighting a convention is 
redundant. 

As for writing a party platform, both 
parties seek to appeal to such a broad 


spectrum that neither party will take pio- ; 


neering or incisive positions on most 
meaningful issues. Besides, party plat- 
forms rarely appear after convention 
time.

So the national conventions have dis- ~ 
integrated into a broad and lame attempt — 


to gain free publicity. Only the hard core 
party faithful — already committed one 
way or another — pay any attention. 
There ought to be a better way to nom- 
inate presidents. National conventions 
serve no meaningful purpose any more.

The 
decal, when displayed on your 
vehicle allows you to dispose of 
your household trash at the 
Grayling Township Compactor 
on Narth Down River Road, on 
Tuesday, Thursday or Saturday. 

The sale of the decals raised 
just over $60,000 this year. 

In order to purchase your 
decal, property owners, current- 
ly, must come into the town hall 
during normal business hours, 
Monday through Friday. The 
cost of the decal is set every year 
by the Grayling Township Board 
of Trustees. Recycling has been 
free to all Crawford County resi- 
dents, 

If passed, the ballot proposal 
would set the fee at $43 for four 
years for every property in the 
township, both residential and 
conmnercial, which is not vacant. 
Decals would be mailed to each 
property owner as an insert with 
their December property (ax 
statement, beginning in 
December of this year.

if the proposal passes, the 
township will no longer have to 
subsidize the cost of trash dis- 
posal and recycling. Your $43 
user fees will pay the bill, and 
money which now subsidizes the 
compactor/recycling operation 
will be available for other gener- 
al township improvements. 

Just for your information, the 
cost to haul the 40-yard dump- 
ster in which you throw your 
trash, to the landfill, is almost 
$1,800 per week, or more than 
$60,000 per year.

‘Race to feature 
bicyclists chasing 
: leanoes during 
\AwSabl e Marathon 


: For over 56 years canoes have 
paddled through the night from 
Grayling to Oscoda in what is 
considered by many to be the 
number one canoe marathon in 
North America - the AuSable 
bie Canoe Marathon. For three 
ears bicyclists have given the 
ganoes an I 1-hour head start rid- 
ting a 100-mile route Sunday 
‘Gnorning from Grayling to 
‘Oscoda in an effort to catch as 
; inany canoes as possible as they 
‘approach their destination near 
‘the shores of Lake Huron. 
‘. The Avita Water Black Bear 
Bicycle Tour will also allow rid- 
érs to pair up with one rider cov- 
éring the 56 miles between 
Grayling and McKinley with the 
second rider finishing the !00- 
mile trek to Oscoda. 

“Many bicyclists would like to 
do what is referred to as a centu- 
ry, which is 100 miles, and this 
class may give them a chance to 
try a smaller part of the entire 
route. The people in McKinley 
have been really helpful over 
these iast two years with our 
event so we decided it should be 
called the McKinley Class,” 
Black Bear volunteer Wayne 
Koppa said. 

~The first year of the event, 


2001, saw the riders arrive in 
Oscoda 18 minutes after the 
canoes, The fastest male rider 
was David Sweeney of Lapeer, 
who covered the 100 miles in 
front of a surprised crowd in 4 
hours and 20 minutes. The 
fastest female was Bonnie Karas 
of Rochester Hills, who posted a 
time of 4 hours and 28 minutes. 

The following year Sweeney 
again led the crowd with a time of 
4 hours and 3 minutes with Karas 
leading the females with a time of 
4 hours and 19 minutes. The 
bicycles were 2 minutes behind 
the canocs. 

Going into the third year the 
bicycles had lost the race twice to 
the canges but this was about to 
change. 

Mark Sloan, spokesman for the 
Avita Water Black Bear, said, 
“One hundred and eighty seven 
riders left for Oscoda at 8 a.m. 
They had a very good tailwind 
and Mark Walls arrived in 
Oscoda 3 hours and 47 minutes 
later, several minutes ahead of the 
canoes. Bonnie Karas was the 
first female, the third year in this 
position, at an incredible 3 hours 
49 minutes. TJ. Hill, age 70, 
covered the 100 miles in 4 hours 
and 17 minutes. Much of what 
happens between the canoes and 
bicycles depends on the water 
level and which way the wind is 
blowing. We have entries this 
year from California, Arizona, 
Connecticut, Ohio, — Hlinois,

er wants to see,” said Burns. 
Burns crafted highly detailed fig- 
urines from generic blocks of 
wood.

Hartwick Pines put on the 
annual event with the help of the 
Friends of Hartwick Pines 
Support Group, which is “a 
group of individuals who have an 
interest in the park itself,” 
according to Gregorich. Much

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activity, the event will be worth 
checking out again next year.

CANNON BLAST 


‘As the last seconds tick | down to 9 p.m. on 


‘ Saturday, July 24, spectators at the AuSable River 


Canoe Marathon can imagine what is going on in 
the ‘minds of the 124 paddlers lined up by their 
canoes on a stretch of Peninsular Avenue between 
Michigan and Ionia in Grayling. 

Some will be wondering if they’ll be up to the 
mammoth task ahead. 

To that end, over the past twelve months, many 
racers have logged more than 300 hours paddling, 
hundreds of miles of running and cross-country 
skiing and additional hours in weight rooms or 
gyms. For them, the past year’s training focused 
on one giant event — the Marathon. 

All those hours, all that training, all funneling 
down to a single cannon blast that signals the start 
of the 2004 race, beginning with the frantic 
LeMans-style run to the river past multiple rows 


of spectators lined up shoulder-to-shoulder on the 


curbs, — 
Most of the racers will be tensing up in readi- 


ness ip the seconds before the big gun booms, and . 


many spectators will be equally nervous in antici- 
pation. 


Friends, family members and supporters wil! be 
on edge as one of sports’ oldest dramas — old ver- 
sus young — will be played out in the 57th 
Marathon. 

Veteran champions Serge Corbin (47) and Jeff 
Kolka (45). will defend their title for a record > 
eighth straight time against two young men just 
reaching their prime, Andy Triebold (27) and 
Steve Lajoie (28), who have pushed the champs in 
each of the last three Triple Crowns. 

At New York’s General Clinton on May 31, 
Corbin-Kolka defeated Triebold-Lajoie by only 
one minute, 43 seconds in a race lasting a little 
over seven hours. Last Labor Day weekend, 
Corbin-Kolka beat Triebold-Lajoie by a scant 39 
seconds in the three-day La Classique. In the 2003 
Marathon, Corbin-Kolka edged out Triebold- 
Lajoie by one minute, 48 seconds. 

Will 2004’s race be the one in which Triebold- 
Lajoie break through? Are they destined to 
become the champions? Could this year be the 
start of a string of victories in the style of Corbin- 
Kolka? Will they leave the very long list of dis- 
tinguished paddlers who- ‘finished 2nd in the 
Marathon without ever winning the race? 

Will Corbin-Kolka continue to amaze fans in 
this running of the Marathon? In most other 
sports, older athletes are extending their careers, 
but usually not at the top level consistently main- 
tained by those two. Can they win an absolutely 
unprecedented ninth consecutive Marathon? Such 
thoughts will be on the minds of many as the sec- 
onds tick down to the cannon blast. 

And waiting by their canoes will be another 
young team looking to break through against the 
champs — Mo Harwood (25) and Matt Rimer (20). 
The two challenged in 2002 to take 2nd place and 
finished Sth in ‘03. 

Other contenders for the top five spots will be 
the teams of Jim Harwood (39), the 1995 
Marathon champ, and Denis Berthiaume (39),

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The AuSable River Marathon attracts 
‘some of the toughest race fans in the 
world, They are also some of the most 
knowledgeable fans. about the little- 
known sport of canoe racing. Here are 
some DO and DON’T tips passed on from 
these experts to novice fans: . 

© DO watch the other races in addition 
to the one for ist place. Although the - 
competition for Ist place crowns the 
fastest team, the battles for other titles can 
be just as fierce. Five other divisions are 
officially recognized: mixed teams’, 
women’s, amateurs’, masters’ and 
seniors’. 

¢ DON’T yell at a team to hurry up 
because they’re “an hour (or whatever) 
behind the leaders.” Most teams are real- 
istically racing for the five other titles and 
for personal goals such as a top ten finish, 
a Marathon age record of to beat 15, 16, 
17, 18 or 19 hours. 

* DO carry your Program Book and 
Spectator Guide with you. Instead of a 
nameless team passing by, you can iden- 

tify the canoes carrying special teams, 
such as the father-son team of Frank and 
Bill Smutek or the brother-sister duo of 
Ted Smutek and Amy Solak. (Yes, Ted 
and Amy are the son and daughter of 
Frank, too. And you may not have known 
that without reading the Spectator Guide.) 

¢ DON’T shine your flashlight in the 
faces of the paddlers at night. This both- 
ers racers and makes it more difficult for 
them to see obstacles in the river at night. 
If you need to see a canoe number, try to 
shine your flashlight on the canoe after 
the rear paddler has passed parallel: to 
you. 

¢ DO offer encouragement. Many rac- 
ers say that cheering from the fans is the 
only way they make it to the finish line in 
Oscoda. Some of the organized cheers 
that take place at locations year after year 
are really appreciated by racers. 

¢ DON’T throw firecrackers or shoot 
off fireworks in the air over the racers. To 
avoid obstacles in the river at night, rac- 
ers are listening to the water and straining 
to’ see. "Shooting fireworks ‘to help the 


_racers could have the opposite effect. 


_¢ DO watch the time trials and check - 


the final results. Even though they may be 
as short as five and a half minutes, they 
are amazingly accurate predictors of the 


14- to 19-hour Marathon. Most teams fin- . 


ish within three spots of their time trials 
finish. Plus, the exceptions to the rule are 
also fun teams to watch, such as 
Marathon legend Al Widing Sr. (79), who 


usually paddles the second half of the 


race faster than the first half. 

* DO listen to the radio reports or check 
the web sites during the race. Often you 
can identify a team that’s moving up in 
the standings or is in. trouble. 

* DON’T assume, because a couple of 
teams are riding together early in the race, 
they will be together the whole race. 
Many fast teams unfamiliar with the 
AuSable follow a local team through the 
night and then pull away when daylight 
comes. | 

¢ DO check water levels. With the last 
three years’ levels near record lows, a 
year with average levels will seem great 
to racers. Water level can affect the times 
of the top teams by an hour or more. The 
United States Geological Survey has data 
from a couple locations on the AuSable 
at: http://waterdata.usgs.gov/mi 

¢ DON’T ignore point-to-point records 
this year. Water levels are expected to be 
decent, and a close race could produce a 
new record or two. 

¢ DO notice which teams are racing in 
packs and who is going alone. Riding in 
the wake of another boat is often prac- 
ticed to save energy. It’s likely a team that 
had the benefit of riding wakes of other 
boats will have more energy for the last 
sprint than a team that had to go alone for 
most of the race. If you are watching a 
close race between two teams, check to 
see if one team seems to be more often 
riding the wake or leading. 

¢ DON’T be fooled by the lack of 
national media attention about the skills 


of the top teams. If not for a slight quirk 


of fate way back when the Olympics 
adopted high-kneel canoe racing as one

of its summer sports games, this drama 
might be playing out on the world stage 
of the Olympics. If marathon canoe rac- 
ing had been selected as an Olympic 
sport, the entire world would likely know 
several of our Marathon sei as 
gold medal winners. 

¢ DO talk to other fans at viewing 


points. The stories passed on by veterans 
are priceless. : 

* DON’T litter the roadsides ‘or the 
AuSable River. It’s a Marathon custom to 
tie inconsiderate fans by their feet from a 
bridge above the river and let them hang 
there until the end of the race. (Just kid-

As of July 9, 62 teams were entered. 
And as for. spectators, how many will 


be here? That’s always ‘difficult to- esti- 


mate. The Michigan State Police has 
guessed that 10,000 fans gathered one 
year in Grayling for the start, while race 
officials estimate that a, total of 50,000 
catch at least a part of the Marathon. 

One thing, though, is for sure. The 19- 


_hour race is one of the toughest in the 


world to follow. If you plan to be among 
the spectators at the 2004 running of the 
Marathon, keep re in this Spectator 
Guide for tips. book 

And if you’re going to be here, we’ll 
see you sometime before, during or after 
the countdown to the CANNON BLAST.

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Are you about to find out why the 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon is called 
the world’s toughest spectator race? 
Some fans follow the entire race for up to 
19 straight hours over 100 road miles 
through the night and following day ~ 
sometimes in rain, fog, thunderstorms 
and/or stifling heat. 

If this is your first time following the 
race, please play it safe and resist the 
urge to rush, rush, rush. 

Lots of fans get caught up in the excite- 
ment of following the battle for the lead. 
Large crowds follow the top teams from 
timing point to timing point. At the 
bridges early in the race, you might have 
to park a half-mile away and then hurry 
to catch the leaders before they pass, but 
there are other ways to enjoy the 
Marathon. 

Here’s one “beginner’s guide” to the 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon: 

START - Make sure you have a full 
tank of gas. Park your vehicle on the 
north side of the river, as close to 
Michigan Avenue as you can get. Parking 
should be available at the elementary and 
primary schools on Michigan Avenue 
next to Mercy Hospital. Although M-72 
(on the south side of the river) is a good 
route out of town, too, there will be fewer 
people on the north side (North Down 
River Road). 

‘Go to the pre-race activities ‘at Ray’s 
Canoe Livery. They are a must for all 
beginners. Right away, you’il get a feel 
that this is a crazy race, plus you’ll get an 
idea about the tough spectators who fol- 
low it. . 

Select a spot on the bank opposite 


_ Ray’s to watch the start of the race. After 


the cannon booms, the best teams usually 
reach the river first. Go ahead and watch 
all the teams jump in the river. 
Immediately afterward, some people 
will be running to their cars, but you'll

have time to just walk to your vehicle. 
STEPHAN BRIDGE ~ Your first view- 
ing spot will give you a taste of the party 
atmosphere of the race. Take your time 
leaving town. Go on Michigan Avenue to 


‘North Down River Road and head east. 


You have plenty of time to reach Stephan 
Bridge before the leaders reach it. Go 
past the intersection of Stephan Bridge 
and North Down River Road and park as 
far off the shoulder of the road as possi- 
ble, facing east, the direction you will 
head next, 

You should reach Stephan 30-45 min- 
utes before the first canoes. The bridge 
will have a large light illuminating it, but 
you'll still want to bring a flashlight for 
your walk back to your car. When you 
arrive early to a site such as this one, you 
have your choice of prime viewing spots. 
Try alternating where you stop to watch. 
At one site, select a place where you can 
see as far upstream as possible. At the 
next site, go down to the river level 
beneath the bridge or along the shore for 
a closer view of the canoes. Try not to 
view from areas directly beneath the 
crowds as fans can accidentally spill or 
drops things. 

Although you have to wait a while at 
Stephan, you'll find quite a few other 
fans already there. Don’t be afraid to ask 
knowledgeable people questions about 


the race‘and the paddlers: Sornetimes you’ 
can sit next -to the official timers, but 


don’t talk to them when the canoes are 
going past. 

At Stephan, you can watch all the 
canoes go by even though the leaders will 
be as far as 50 minutes ahead of the last 
teams. Although other people will rush 
off after the first canoes are through, 
you’re going to jump ahead to 
McMasters Bridge just in time to reach 
the bridge before the leaders. 


McMASTERS BRIDGE -— You’ll have

to park along the shoulder of the road on 
the north side of the river. Some fans, 
eager to rush to the next spot, will turn 
around and park facing north. But 
because you are staying to watch a lot of 
canoes go by, the crowds will be thinner 
when you leave. So it’s okay to wait to 
turn around when you leave. McMasters 
has traditionally been the loudest, wildest 
bridge-viewing spot for the race. Again, 
wait for all the canoes to go by. A couple 
canoes will probably not beat the four- 
hour cut-off time to McMasters and will 
be eliminated. 

MIO DAM -— After you leave 
McMasters, you'll head to Mio Dam. 
Park on the north side of the bridge over 
M-72 and walk to the dam viewing area 
where the big lights are set up. You’ll 
need a flashlight to walk there. Mio Dam 
is considered to be the “hump” of the 
Marathon. Most teams that make it to 
Mio under the seven-hour cut-off time 
will likely finish the Marathon. The tem- 
perature is sometimes 10-15 degrees 
colder on the bottom of Mio Dam, so you 
may want to carry warmer clothes with 
you here. This is the last place you'll 
watch all the racers go by until the finish. 

ALCONA DAM -—- The jump-ahead 
from Mio to Alcona Dam sometimes lets 
you take a 30- to 40-minute nap. This is 
where dawn will greet you and the other 


hardy fans. Hot coffee is usually sold in 


the parking area by the dam. Many fans 
break out what they brought for breakfast 
here. You’l] see most of the canoes go 
through here, but at 7 a.m., you’ll need to 
leave. 

FIVE CHANNELS DAM - Five 
Channels has a beautiful view on the 
north side of the river. You can see the 
racers paddle, portage down the steep hill 
and go beneath the two bridges. You may 
want to walk over to get a close-up view 
of the teams running down the steep

portage. The morning dew and water 
spilled on the grass by canoes sometimes 
make the slope even more slippery than 
usual, so take care. The race for the top 
five spots will likely be heating up, so 
you’re going to leave by 8 a.m. 

COOKE DAM — Often times the 
morning heat will start to build up here, 
and fans will switch from their night-time 
cold-weather clothes to something more 
summery. At Cooke, you may begin to 
notice a big difference in the fans follow- 
ing the race. You can begin to tell who 
has followed the race all night and who is 
joining the event after a good night’s 
sleep. If you’re enjoying the race among 
the leaders, leave by 9:15 am. If you 
want to stay a while longer, skip Foote 
Dam and Jeave at 10:30 a.m. for the fin- 
ish line in Oscoda. ; 

FOOTE DAM - The steep portage at 
Foote Dam is sometimes the scene of an 
all-out sprint among teams for top spots. 

OSCODA - The finish area is always a 
stage for a wide range of human emo- 
tions among racers and supporters, from 
jubilance to disappointment, from satis- 
faction to anger. The spot the paddlers 
disembark from their boats is farther 
downstream and offers a more interesting 
show than the finish line across the river. 

If you make it to Oscoda, congratula- 
tions. You’ve joined the elite group of 
AuSable River Marathon fans who are’ 
among the toughest spectators in the 
world. 

THE WHOLE RACE - Perhaps the 
most important tip for the entire 
Marathon is a safety tip. Driving all night 
on two-lane roads and then driving home 
after staying up all night is dangerous. 
Many fans choose to stay in Oscoda, at. 
camp grounds or in motels. Others make 
arrangements for fresh fans (those who 
slept on Saturday night and rejoined the 
race in the morning) to drive them home.

For the volunteers of the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon, the race has always been purely a labor of 
love. After more than a half-century of the running of 


the Marathon, the race continues to be planned, staffed . 


and administered by committees and individuals. 
The Marathon has the best volunteers as a group in 
North America, racer Peter Heed of New Hampshire 


told Jon Thompson and me when we were writing: 


Experience the Tradition in 1997. Heed said he appreci- 
ated the split time and point-to-point records and found 
volunteers helpful during one race when his partner had 
back trouble around Camp Ten and his team had to pull 
out. 

“There are very few events on this scale where fans of 
the race are still putting on the race,” 
Southard, owner of Ray’s Canoe Livery & Fly Factory 
and long-time volunteer. “Everything we do goes back 
into the race because it’s such a wonderful and unique 
event. Usually it’s a community venture where people 
_ are making money. 

“Over the years, a whole lot of (volunteers) who have 
found their niches come back time after time because it 
is SO rewarding. When they’ ve had enough, others step 
in.” 

An early Marathon volunteer was C. Ray Snider, 
owner of Ray’s Canoe Livery in Grayling, who planned 
out the first race in 1947 with Hardin (Frank) Davis, sec- 
retary-manager of the East Michigan Tourist 
Association, and Howard Brubaker, then president of 
the Oscoda Chamber of Commerce. Snider served as the 
general chairperson several years and “devoted a great 
deal of time and effort to the Marathon,” said John B. 
Cook, Marathon historian. Except for three races, the 
Marathon has always started from in front of Ray’s 
Canoe Livery. 

Frank Davis was having coffee with Howard 
Brubaker at Sie & Gert’s Restaurant in Oscoda when 
they developed the idea of running a non-stop canoe 
marathon from Grayling to Oscoda as a way of drawing 
tourists to the area after Labor Day, explained Cook. 

The EMTA held its first Marathon meeting on April 
22, 1947, in Mio, and the first Marathon was run on 
September 6-7 of the same year. Davis utilized the

Cook himself has been a diligent and scrupulous 


record-keeper of the Marathon. As volunteer historian, 


he has followed races; researched endless. files; inter- — 


viewed racers, organizers and fans; collected old and 
new photos; clipped and saved newspaper stories; taken 
photos; and tallied vast quantities of information. _ 

John “thas always been interested in the quality of the 
event and the integrity of the sport,” said Joe Wakeley, 
also a long-time Marathon volunteer. . 

“John is wonderful,” said Lynne Witte, a veteran of 24 
Marathons, MCRA president and another person who 
contributes many summer hours to the venture. 
“Whenever | need statistics, that guy has everything | 
want. He’s a valuable resource.” 

Countless other individuals have helped the Marathon 
in a variety of ways. 

Harry Curley said that one year when the race was 
short of needed prize money, Bill Cotirili stood on the 
corner of what is now the Oscoda Township Hall lawn 
and sold $800 in raffle tickets as the teams were pad- 
dling toward the finish line. 

In 1968, when Stan Hall and Ralph Sawyer won 
$1,000 for Ist place, they donated $100 back so there 
would be enough money for all the finishers. 

Steve Southard, present owner of Ray’s Canoe Livery 
& Fly Factory, has been a tireless worker and dedicated 
leader of the Marathon since the 1970’s, said Cook. 
Thanks to his efforts, “the race has grown in sponsor- 
ship, community involvement and racer participation to 
levels unequaled in its history. His computer and writing 
skills combined with his fax machine have been primar- 
ily responsible for the explosion in media coverage 
since the 1980’s. From where Harry Curley left off, 
Steve Southard has picked up the banner of the 
Marathon and carried it upward.”

“I’m in awe of the Southard family and how they put 
up with the whole thing,” said Marcia Koppa, a dedicat- 
ed and tireless ARICM committee member. 

“It was never a question of putting up with the hassle 


it causes our business,” said Southard. “When we 
bought into the canoe livery, we bought into the respon- 
sibility of helping to put on the race. No way would | 
ever think of letting the race fade away. .. .

The fourth annual Avita Water Black 
Bear Bicycle Tour will begin in Grayling 
on Sunday, July 25, at, 8:00 a.m., with 
hundreds of cyclists in pursuit of the 
$1,000 purse — I! hours after the 
Marathon racers take off. 

The bicycle tour features a !00-mile

“Very few people understand or appre- 


ciate the dedication and work that go into ~ 


it,” Weiler told us in 1997, “TI have people 
ask me all the time, “When are you going 
to start working on the race?’ They don’t 
realize that, as soon as this year’s race is 
over, we start on the next one. It’s a year- 
round effort.” 

“We'll have our first meeting for the 
2005 race 30 days from now,” said 
Wayne Koppa, another long-time and 


dedicated volunteer. “We have to meet’ 


year-round. J already have an entry form 
marked up with changes for next year’s 
race. I’ll bet if you counted it up, there’s 
over 300 volunteers who make this race 
work, and this is a well-run event.” 

Another ARICM volunteer, John 
Cherven, told us his roots go back to the 
first Marathon, when four of his uncles 
competed, Cherven said that 22 years ago 
he was sitting next to Southard at “a bor- 
ing meeting for a different event, and 
Steve invited me to attend a Marathon 
meeting. I’ve been on the committee ever 
since,” 

Officially the ARICM treasurer and 
committee member in charge of entries 


and time trials, Cherven also has amassed | 


a vast array of information, photos and 
memorabilia, including copies of a 1950 
Ford Times and a 1973 Sports Illustrated

Sue Small, from Detroit, is one exam- 

ple. Small has spent her vacations in 
Grayling for a handful of years to sell t- 
shirts, work in the office, answer the 
phone and staff the office on race night. 
_ “Whatever we ask her to do, she’s 
more than glad to do it,” said Chery] 
Lucey, another hardworking ARICM 
committee member. “She’s one of those 
people you love to have around.” 

‘Wayne Koppa also mentioned the 
timers — “people who sit out on the river 
bank all night at 15 timing points — and 
their counterparts from the radio club 
who call the information back to the race 
office where Ken Wright puts it on the 
Internet within a few minutes. It’s just 
amazing when you see the radio club and 
so many others doing so many things. All 
those people make the Marathon possi- 
ble.” 

Dedicated volunteers Ed and Marge 
Martella said they became interested in 
the Marathon two decades ago because 
they lived on the AuSable and because 


_ their three sons competed in several races 


in the ‘80's. 

Both Martellas have served as race 
chairs; Marge continues to serve as secre- 
tary and organizer of the Paddlers’ 
Dinner; and for years, Ed put together the 
timers’ notebooks and did their briefings, 
said Wakeley. “Plus, if it wasn’t for Ed 
organizing the light towers and getting 
them moved from bridge to bridge and 
taking care of safety and security, we 
wouldn’t have those. 

““They’ve done it all, and they keep 
doing it all,” he added. 

For the 2004 race, Ed Martella has 
turned over chairmanship of the timing 
committee to Todd and Cindy Pfaff, also 
experienced timers. 

The husband-wife combo of Jerry and 
Marian LaMotte have been ARICM vol- 
unteers for many years, said Cherven. 
“Marian used to coordinate the merchan- 
dise sales at the downtown store loca- 


tions, and Jerry handles the registration 


of the paddlers. So he is often the first 
contact they have with the race. He sits in

important roles.” 

Oscoda’s Debbie Gary Graham, who 
comes from a racing family, has served 
on the ARICM committee for years. 
Other Gary family members who have 
volunteered include brothers Matt and 
Dan, mom Mary Ann, sister Melissa and 
niece Katie. 

Bob Kennedy and Chris Lovelace, who 
have been fans of the race. since they 
were youngsters, have volunteered at the 
Oscoda end for about a decade. Chris 
Rudolph, Oscoda ARICM secretary-trea- 
surer, said the two work together from 
Alcona Dam downstream, “‘weed-whack- 
ing the portages; opening gates for dam 
access; erecting and removing crowd 
control barriers; coordinating with 
Consumers Energy, local law enforce- 
ment and fire departments; cleaning up 
trash; and erecting and removing ‘no 
wake’ signs at Cooke Pond, Old Orchard 
Park and Footesite Beach Park.” — 

“They are instrumental in all the coor- 
dination downriver at all the dams except 
Mio,” said John Lucey, Grayling volun- 
teer. “They take care of five out of six 
dams.” 

“Bob is their silent person at that end,” 
said Cheryl Lucey, who paddles the 
Marathon with husband John, and who 
also had praise for the husband-wife team 
of Tom and Chris Rudolph. 

“For the past three or four years, they 
have done a phenomenai job in Oscoda,” 
she said. “They brought new ideas to the 
committee, which took off.” 

“They're snowballing,” added Marcia 
Koppa. “They’re ahead of us on program 
book ads. They have lots of energy and 
excitement.” 

Linda Barnes, another volunteer, will 
coordinate the 2004 Mio Dam team, 
which is responsible for logistics, includ- 
ing set-up, light towers, fencing, security 
and safety. 

Jim Humes at Penrod’s Canoe Livery 
is another volunteer. “He can’t run his 
business normally during the sprints,” 
said Marcia Koppa. 

John Schultz, from i2k, helps with the 
Marathon at the race office and with the 
ham radios, said Cheryl Lucey. 

Tim Zigila, president of the Grayling 


Regional Chamber of Commerce, and 
Crystal Filley, personal banker at 
Citizens Bank, are co-chairing the ‘04 
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Marathon. 

“Five years ago, Tim started selling t- 
shirts with me and just started getting 
more and more involved,” said Weiler. 
“You could say he ‘caught the bug’ and 
did more with the committee. He has 
done a good job letting us do our own 
thing, but making sure the job gets done.” 

“Crystal just quietly does her thing and 
doesn’t want a big fuss made about her,” 
said Marcia Koppa. ‘“She’s dependable in 
big letters.” 

“It takes both communities to make a 
Marathon,” said Marcia Koppa. ‘We 
have very dedicated people who meet 
monthly, so there are a lot of man hours — 
anything from data input to selling mer- 
chandise, to putting up and taking down 
signs, to timing to the radio club to deliv- 
ering program books. It’s a great team 
effort. You get to know the people and 
feel like family, like you’re at the vortex 
of something at this time of year.” 

Nevertheless, both the Grayling and 
Oscoda ARICM committees always need 
and welcome new volunteers. 

“We need to get other people 
involved,” said Wakeley. “Sometimes our 
committee members wear so many dif- 
ferent hats, it gets difficult, and we 
always need new people.” 

“We always need help from people 
who. are dependable, responsible and 
engaged in the process,” added Marcia 
Koppa. 

When Jon and I asked the long-time 
paddlers what made them compete in 
Marathon after Marathon, several told us, 
“It gets in your blood.” Seemingly, the 
same could be said for the Marathon’s 
volunteers, most of whom have stayed 
with the race year after year. 

It just got into their blood. 
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Volunteers are still needed for the 2004 
Marathon in areas such as merchandise 
and raffle ticket sales and, of course, for 
all aspects of the ‘05 race.
